The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that prior art does not teach a device for emptying hot 
particle materials from a chamber to a transport container wherein the device 
includes an evacuation pipe which withdraws a mixture of air and powder from a 
discharge chute while materials are being discharged and feeds it back into the 
container to undergo heat exchange with a compressed air source extending into 
the interior of the container.
